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THE  TROUBLED  rHJCtt-TUlSKMUS. 

The  New  York  £ute  Free-Thinktia  kaao- 
<c  Lai  ion,  recently  araetabled  at  Watkins,  N. 
y  bet ra red  considerable  trouble  oa account 
of  the  work  of  chorcbee  and  Christian  nun 
intera.  Ita  menkera  epgnared  u  ba  far  wore 
atitoue  concerning  what  the  Church  is  do- 
tog  than  about  what  they  ahouhi  da  to  bea- 
-«£t  mankind  Noaliiag  waa  said  of  tho 
grand  beneioeacoof  theCharek.  nor  of  iu 
tdemii Aeat ion  with  the  iateltoetual  agencies 
oa  pronwir  knowledge  and  coitnre,  th  which 
ii.  with  clergymen,  hold*  a  foremost  place.

•  is  doing  to  eterate  the  common  people  who 
hare  always  heard  its  teachings  gladly. 

J»  must  hare  been  eery  comfortable  to

thing  was  proposed  in  the  r^ay  of  founding 
a  collage  and  hospital.

Yet  to  ihe  public' at  large  tbs 
1  a  large  number  of  priaooers 
in  unproductire  WUenes*  would  appeal 
ktlQ  more  ostrageosa,  indeed  not  to  be 
tbenght  of. 

That  offenders  against  the  peso*  and 
property  of  the  oommuuity  abo-ild  b#  mads 
•eJt-snpportfag,  bowarer,  is  aoi  mor#  ma¬ 
ple  and  rca«otjable  iu  theory  than  it  ia  diffi¬ 
cult  to  pat  into  practice.  It  is  ^rtiooiarly 
difficult  with  those  who  most  need  tbs  dis¬ 
cipline  of  labor— lbs  petty  offenders  who 
flU  our  police  courts  and  penitentiaries 
der  short  time  semsocas. 

And  useful  employment 
tramps,  drunkards,  station-house  rouudere 
and  the  like,  who  make  up  the  large  por¬ 
tion  of  the  criuiiual  cUeaee  and  ultimately 
famish  most  of  the  lung  term  couricta. 
The  latter  can  be  taught  the  simpler  trades, 
and,  under  the  contract  system  or  other¬ 
wise,  made  to  pay  for  their  keeping  or 
more,  though  the  conditions  under  which 
such  labor  is  ms  seed  sod  employed  are  such 
aa  to  yield  results  not  at  all  pleasing  to 
those  who  are  employed  iu  the  same  trades 
outside  of  prison  wad*. 

Originally  the  clause  “  hard  labor**  in  the 
sentence*  off  malefactors  couiemplated  labor 
purely  aa  a  punishment.  It  w—  not  pro¬ 
ductive  labor.  The  cotivicl  was  put  into  a 
treadmill,  or  set  to  turning  a  loaded  crank, 
no  attempt  being  made  to  utilise  the  energy 
exerted.  The  treadmill  has  beeu  displaced 
partly  for  sentimental,  partly  for  eoouoiuio 
reason*.  The  convicts  hated  it,  and  uo  use¬ 
ful  result  came  of  1L  The  substituted  fac¬ 
tory  system  yields  better  reunite,  aud 
wurw.  Prison  labor  is  now  productive ; 
but  it  is  apt  to  interfere  grlavou-Jy  with 
prison  discipline,  aud  also  with  the  right*, 
real  or  fancied,  of  bone*t  labor,  as  may  l>« 
seen  in  the  universal  condemnation  of  pris 
on  labor  by  trades  uuioue. 

It  is  suggested  that  all  tbs  pend  advan¬ 
tages  of  tbs  old  treadmill  system  may  be 
regained,  frith  better  economic  result*  thau 
with  tbe  factory  system,  by  attaebiug  dy¬ 
namo-electric  machines  to  lbs  cranks,  and 
storing  electrically  tbe  energy  developed. 
Iu  this  way  ths  prieou*  aud  penitentiaries 
would  bo  converted  into  source*  of  brute 
energy  to  be  sold  for  outside  u»e  iu  rn ti¬ 
lling  machinery,  electric  lighting  systems 
sud  the  Lke.  Blackwell's  LslanJ,  for  in-  I 
stance,  now  maintained  at  a  grasi  corn  a*  a 
harbor  of  refuge  for  drunkards  and  other 
petty  offenders,  sent  up  for  ten  day*  »r  a 
mouth  at  a  time,  would  become  a  valuable 
source  of  convertible  power  to  be  sold  for 
industrial  uses.  The  “  rounder* "  might 
not  like  the  place  so  well,  but  tbe  honest 
public  would  like  it  better.  Ten  days  iu 
the  treadmill  would  sober  off  a  “beat  "as 
effectually  as  ten  days  of  idleness,  aud  in
